terioration among pitchers. 

In spite of the disaster which over- 
took the dope in the worlds series last 
fall I am more than ever eonvinced 
that baseball dopes out.

The Way Hugh Figures. 

The trouble with most doping is that 
we rely only upon the batting and field- 
ing figures, without taking into -con- 
sideration what those figures mean. In 
my system I calculate that attacking 
strength constitutes 64 per cent cf 
baseball, and defensive strength 36; 
the ratio being based upon the excess 
of bases advanced over the combined 
defensive strength. ”

Spinach and Its Iron. 


People who have taken a quiet half 
hour sometimes to lopk over the chem- 
ical composition, or, rather, the print- 
ed figures in a food table showing what 
this composition is, will not be mislead 
about the uantities of mineral matters 
in vegetables and other foods, matter 
as precious as radium and relatively as 
tiny in amounts. 

Yet even people highly informed do 
speak of the high per cent of iron in 
spinach, for instance, or of the high 
per cent of lime in milk, and so on. 

Hearing such statements, the unin- 
formed certainly might get the idea 
that these foods contained some 25 per 
cent or up, might they not? But, 
really, what about an item like iron in 
spinach? First, there are seven other 
mineral salts in spinach, : and. accord-

iron.” Yes, and greatly influential it 
is, and needed by the body, but the 
per cent of iron in it at the most is 
only .004, and yet it influences the 
color of the blood and gives rigidity to 
bone and muscle and helps in other 
ways. Try not to dissolve it out in the 
cooking. Steam and coid dip and then
